There is absolutely loads of singles and albums out since the last issue, more interestingly, a lot of the stuff Is coming from 
new or relatively unknown bands, proving that skinheads are far from dead. The standard of the music recently has been 
very high indeed, so not only are we getting a lot of stuff, but it's good stuff too. This edition of Record Review is a little 
longer than usual, but that's just down to the quantity of records and compact discs coming out. Again, al the end of the 
reviews we have listed as many of the labels addresses as we know. Don't forget, our comments are just the reviewers 
personal and impartial views, your views may differ, but al least you've got a description and an idea of whal to expec. 


G 67'S Pp 


BTM - 1986EP (DOSSIER SKINHEAD SKINHEADS) 

Advertised as the first Polish skinband, I'm not too sure if the band has recently reformed and recorded these songs, or if 
these are old songs from a demo or something. Nevertheless all four tracks on this Limited Edition of 500 EP are good, 
and are the type of songs that would grace my tumtable again. All songs on here are sung in Polish, but don't let it put you 
off, all songs are well mixed and well produced and the musicianship although quite basic is tight, which makes us 
inclined to guess that the band has in fact reformed rather than these being old demos. Musically I'd compare this to one 
of the British early eighties Oi bands, like Criminal Class or something, but with Polish Lyrics, It's a good EP and well worth 
getting for the collection if you can #f 12/20 


PATRIOT - CRIME OF THE TIMES (SONIC AGGRESSION) 

A mediocre release from this American skinhead band. | think the songs would be good, if they had a better studio 
production, the B side is the best of the three tracks, being the title track, the production actually sounds better on the B 
side track too. The A side has two songs, both with an irritating wasp buzzing all of the way through them (oh!, that's the 
guitar !f) neither of them stuck in my mind in particular, but | do think that if they had set up a better sound in the studio 
)particularly the rhythm guitar) they would do a lot more for the songs. Nothing special, pretty average. 9/20 


BITTER GRIN - CHRISTMAS DAYEP (WALZWERK RECORDS) 

A lovely thick piece of blue vinyl this one. | must say that | was a little disappointed with this. | had high expectations after 
the Vacant Lot album. | don't know if it's just the idea of a Christmas record that's put me off. "Xmas Day’ is the A side and 
it's pretty poor really, there power and urgency of the Vacant Lot album is lacking, i seems as if they've just rushed this 
out in time for Christmas. The B side is a bit better "Thanx" is the title. Bitter Grin are as expected very similar sounding to 
Vacant Lot, except these two songs are not as powerlul. Maybe it's just a bad mix, poor studio etc. Or perhaps the songs 
are not as good, tm gonna plump for a bad mix, cos Thanx is a good song but seems lost and confused on here. Lets 
hope that with their next projects they gain a more powerlul sound from the studio. It's not terrible, and not even thal bad, 
i's just that we expected greater things from this band. Disappointing. 12/20 


BARSARKARNA - FRAMAT SVENSKAR (7) 
The standard of foreign bands is just getting better and better, this single is great. The first I'd heard of this Swedish band 
is when | was sent the single. Three tracks, all greal. Sung in Swedish. When you play this record you can't help noticing 
the similarity of the sound to the brilliant French band "Brutal Combat, the voice is similar, very similar. Musically this band 
are very professional, the music is fast, powerful and very well played. It really jumps out of the speakers and kicks you 
right in the teeth. This is how skinhead bands should sound.. The title track is the best of a good bunch. | can't wait for 
future releases. A great debut single. 16/20 


KONKWISTA 88 - JEDENFRONT (BOOTBOY POWER) 

| won't go into the details of this one too much, as this Limited 
Edition of 500 EP consists of four tracks taken off of their 
album, which has been reviewed in the album section later on. 
All | will say is that this EP contains probably the four beat 
tracks from the album, and that it is excellent, absolutely 
excellent, | think it will be hard to beat this one. Just imagine 
the music of Skrewdriver at about the time of White Rider with 
a Polish singer who doesn't sound unlike lan at times. OK, the 
lyrics are sung in Polish, but that won't stop you loving this 
record. Fucking brilliant ! 19/20 


MAX RESIST AND THE HOOLIGANS - SAME EP (KROWBAR RECORDS) 

This one has grown on me a bt since | first played it. It didn't do a hell of a lot for me al first, but on subsequent listens has 
grown on me quite a bit. Of the two tracks on this vinyl offering, the B-side "Johnny Rebel" appealed to me slightly more, | 
could hear a good old fashioned A'n'R fiff all of the way through tt, it reminded me musically of some of the Sex Pistols 
type of guitar work The voice is good, the American accent not too prominent and of course there's a decent message in 
the words too. Musically it's not out of this world, but they can play their instruments well and the songs are good, we're 
looking forward to the forthcoming album. Worth It's place in any skinheads record collection. 14/20 


X-AXIS - WILD BUNCH (DETOUR RECORDS) 

This British band have been going for a while, but are pretty unknown on the skinhead scene. They are more of a Punk 
band than a skinhead band, although there is a couple of skinheads in the band. As far as we know this is their first record 
release. The only thing that lets these songs down Is the Intros, Wild Bunch starts of deceivingly weakly but picks up 
power a few bars lines later. You can hear the 77 Punk Influence throughout the two songs. Musicianship Is very good 
throughout, and this makes up a lot for otherwise pretty weak songs. These lads can really play thelr instruments. Not an 
essential item for your record collection, but well worth getting if your a 77 punk fan. 1220 


STARS AND STRIPES - DROP THE BOMB = (STEVE PRIEST FAN CLUB) 

Fast and frantic would be the words that I'd use to describe this single. "Drop the Bomb" Is the A s/o, It's as fast as some 
of the best of Toy Dolls, the voice reminded me of Peter and The Test Tube Babies a little bit. | much preferred this to any 
of the stuff on their album. The B side "Time to Live" is a stop and stant type song, not as good as the title track, but a 
good song in it's own right and a B side type of song (if you know what | mean). The music is very well played and the 
production is powerful, Pure Oi. This is a well thought out and professional single. Recommended. 15/20 


A.D.L. 122 - ANTIDECRETO LEGGE 122 (TUONO RECORDS) 

A debut single from a new Italian nationalist skinhead band. They take their name from a new Italian law which has been 
imposed on the country's skinheads, but that's another story. Two great tracks, especially when you remember that this is 
their first single and probably their first experience in a recording studio. They sound very similar to Peggior Amico, but 
that's no insult. The first song is probably the better of the two, with It's singalong (if you can apeak Italian) chorus and our 
favourite word (skinhead) spattered throughout. Both of the songs seem to be arranged similarly, wih a slow, climbing 
verse leading to a fast flowing chorus. The cover is one of the best we've seen on a single for a long time, with the photo 
on the back revealing a skingirl on bass guitar. A very good debut single from a promising band. 16/20 


ZADRUGA - OFFICIAL BOOTLEG (DOSSIER SKINHEAD RECORDS) 

Badly recorded, yet very catchy ! That's the initial reactions | got when | heard this. The recording |s of a fair quality for a 
record, the musicianship is good, with some good lead breaks, but it is a bit scrappy, with the odd missed note etc. The 
general production also lets t down, badly mixed, going by the Official Bootleg title, maybe this recording was only meant 
to be a demo ? Anyway despite all of these minor faults, the songs are very catchy. The two songs are both in Polish, so 
there's no telling what they're singing about, but | believe that they are a nationalist band. The bass line on both of the 
songs are very Clear due to the mix, and are very addictive, sort of rock 'n' roll type tunes, you know the type | mean, like 
the Last Resorts "Eight Pound a Week’, that type of rock 'n’ roll ! Basic but catchy !! 1320 


BRAINDANCE - STREETS OF VIOLENCE EP (HELEN OF Ol) 

This is the debut record from this British Oi/punk band. Three songs in all, musically pretty good, although the lyrics are a 
little bit cliche, the sort of lyrics that are expected of punk bands, but despite that the songs are good and get the old foot 
tapping. It's a good debut single, no doubt about thal, but we know that they are capable of better stuff now, cos we've 
heard a couple of newer tracks on a Step One compilation CD (reviewed elsewhere). One thing about all of Helen of Oi 
releases to dale is thal they have got great fold out sheet covers, wilh some excellent snaps of the bands. A good single, 
well worth anyone's three quid. 1420 


MIDGARDS SONER - SVERIGE VIKINGALAND CD SINGLE (LAST RESORT RECORDS) 

Wow, this Is the first skinhead CD single that I've seen. Four tracks all together. There's a little fold out booklet with shots 
of the band (three skinheads, two punks) and all of the lyrics written out, two of the songs are sung in native Swedish but 
the other two are sung in English. | get the impression that they are a nationalist! or at least patriotic band, although you 
wouldn't be able to tell that from the songs they sing in English, one subtly named Violence is about "Baseball bats and 
knives, Broken bones and scars", the other "| Wanna be me" is about doing what you want to do and bollocks to what 
every one else wants, The Swedish songs reminded me a lot of Ultimathule with bollocks, a more powerlul version of one 
of Sweden's top bands. The English songs, well, the first one unless you listened really hard you wouldn't really be able to 
tell that @ was in English, but "| Wanna be me" is really very good, nothing special as far as. musicianship is concemed, but 
a really good and catchy song. And you'd have trouble trying to hear any kind of non English accent. A very good EP, with 
one outstanding track. Buy i. 15/20 
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CLOSE SHAVE - ATTACK & WE HATE YOU (HELEN OF Ol) 

Don't really know whatl to make of this one. They don't sound like the same band any more. We Hate You Is a slow 
dimbing song, which doesn't really do a lot for me. Apparently Tosh of Section 5 is playing guitar on this single, not thal 
you'd know i. | suppose it does get a bit better as it goes on, mainly due to the fact that k speeds up as It goes along. 
Attack, hmmm, much the same really, although it's faster that the other, it still fails to satisfy. One thing that Ive noticed 
about Close Shave is they're into a lot of repeating the same word over and over again, as a chorus, and as the song Is 
trailing out. It tends to get on your nerves a bit .Good production. Nice photos on the cover. Nothing spedal. 11/20 


WHOSE COUNTRY IS THIS ANYHOW {? - COMPILATIONEP (UNDER SIEGE) 

Four American skinhead bands. One song each, Warzone, Patriot, Stormwatch and Critical Breakdown. Right we'll start 
with Warzone who are crap, just noisy, disorganised hardcore. Utter crap. Patriot are marginally better that they are on 
their own single, which wasn't very good, the production sounds better on this song. Stormwatch are OK, some neal gular 
work throughout this one, probably the best track on the EP, but not that good. Critical Breakdown, what a pile of shit, 
what this poor quality hardcore music has go to do with skinheads beats me, muddled, fast and crap sum this band's 
offering up pretty well. Not worth buying, even the Stormwatch song doesn't warrant you spending your money. 6/20 


ALBUMS | 


PEGGIOR AMICO - SULLAPELLE DEIRIBELLI (TUONO RECORDS) 

This is the second album from Italy's top skinhead band, and k's a massive improvement on thelr previous album. There's 
tweWe tracks in all including the classical music style intro and a re-mixed bonus version of their last single "Diritto DI 
Marciare". We got hold of a copy of the CD, and that comes with a little booklet that gives all of the lyrics In Italian, but also 
leaves two pages for explanations of all of the songs in English, which is a great touch. Not sure if it's out on vinyl. As | 
said earlier this is a great Improvement on their first LP, the band have obviously come a long way, both the produdion 
and musicianship is better. They have not lost their distinctive sound, just gained a better produced and more experienced 
album. The best of the tracks are "Osa" (Dare), Peggior Amico (Worst Friend) and Vi Rideremo in Facda (We Laugh in 
your Faca). The most distinctive thing about this album is the brilliant drum sound, and addictive drum beats. | find i to be 
a trademark of Peggior Amico's as it's noticable in previous releases too. A great album. 16/20 


SLEDGEHAMMER / BULL AND THE BUFFALOS - RETURN TO THE RISING SUN 12" EP (KAMIKAZE RECORDS) 

Two songs from Sledgehammer, and three from Bull and the Buffalos. The song titles are written in English (and one in 
German) but | can't make out whether they are singing in English or not, you do, if you really concentrate, hear the odd 
word (skinhead) that you recognise now and again. The Sledgehammer tracks are no way as near as some of the stuff 
they have done in the past, all though Kampf is a good song, t's not as powerful as they have been. Thelr second track 
Action Man is not that good, pretty monotonous really. Bull and the Buffalos can certainly play their instruments well, and 
they even sound like they might be singing in English, or maybe not !? But these songs are nondescript, well played, OK 
produdion, but boring songs. This one's only for collectors really. 10/20 


DAS REICH - TRIUMPH OF THE WILL (WHITE TERROR) 

When | first played this CD, | thought that # was the Canadian band Rahowa playing under a different name. But no, Das 
Reich are a band in their own right, albeit a relatively new band on the American scene. The name of the band leaves no 
illusion as to where their politics lie. Eleven tracks in all which indudes the Horst Wessel intro. The songs are all tuneful, 
well sung, and very well thought out, there's no basic verse chorus verse chorus tracks here, there's some great song 
intros with classical guitar leading into a fast tuneful affair. There's some great guitar work throughout. The tempo changes 
from song to song, there's some real fast numbers that really get you foot tapping, there’ a couple of slower ballad types, 
there's even Das Reich's version of Skrewdriver's “Voice of Britain", obviously changed to America. This band have got a 
fresh sound, something different most of the other American bands. If you like Rahowa, you'll love this. 16/20 


OI THE NEW BREED - COMPILATIONCD (STEP ONE) 

The first of many (we hope) compilations concentrating on the new talent out there. There's four British bands, each giving 
four previously un-released and specially recorded songs. Boisterous kick off with their four tracks, no disappointments at 
all, we expected a high standard from these lads and that's what we got. They are probably the most professional of the 
bands on this CD, their songs are as tight as a gnats arse and very well produced, for a relatively new band they have 
really made a mark and have got a distinclive sound, | can't think of any one of their songs that doesn't get you singing 
along to the chorus, best track from them has got to be “Fire in the Hold". | thought that they sounded a lot like Vidous 
Rumours in places. Argy Bargy are next off, they seem to have more of a message behind their lyrics than Boisterous, 
both "Whips and Chains" and "Sex Case" deal with the same subject, perversion, only one of them is about politicians and 
their perverse practises, and the other about bringing back the rope for rapists and sex cases, all good stuff. They've got 
a great sound, the singer doesn't so much sing as talk his way through the songs, but it works well and sounds good. | 


think their best track must be "What are you Fighting For’. Next up Is Another Man's Poison, they seem to be improving 
with every visit to the studio, and this is no exception. They too have gone and got themselves a very distinctive sound, 
with the unorthodox structure of their songs and the Micky Fitzesque vocals. The Business with bollocks wouldn't be an 
unfair description !! "Johnny Come Lately" is by far my favourite track on the whole compilation, it tells about the kind of 
bloke that every skinhead has met down the boozer, you know the bloke who "used to be a skinhead", "seen the film, read 
the book etc." | can relate to that. Last band on are Pressure 28, four tracks from them, an improvement on the stuff I've 
heard from them previously, they've gained a bit more experience in the studio. | can't help noticing how familiar some of 
their songs sound. The singer does put a lot into the songs, and at times sounds like Tosh of Section 5, A good 
compilation CD, it's good that these bigger labels are giving the small fry a decent chance. 16/20 


HEROES IN THE SNOW - VIKING POWER ROCK 'NROLL (RAGNAROK RECORDS) 

Wel, first of all I'll tell you what this record really is Dirlewanger - White Power Rock 'N Roll, they've released it on CD 
under a different name and label (originally on Rebelle Europeens) to try and get a mainstream distribution in Sweden. 
Ten very professional songs, well performed and well produced. Basically | coukd safely say that Dirlewanger are a 
Swedish White Power version of AC/DC, cos that's exactly what they sound like. It's alright to listen to now and again, but | 
found myself getting bored of It quickly, mind you I've never been a big fan of AC/DC fan. To sum up, the message in all of 
the songs (all sung in English) is good, and you'll love it if you're an AC/DC or rock fan. 19/20 


RIVAL - THE TRUE WILL SURVIVE (B.H RECORDS) 

This is their second album it's been recorded quite a while, but's 
it's just took a while to come out. Quite a lot better than their first, 
which wasn't bad by any standard. This Is another band that takes 
a lot of time and thought into the planning of their songs, there are 
some excellent lead breaks, power chords, and some nice guitar 
work all round, | even noticed a bit of synthesizer in al least one of 
their songs.. Other than the singers voice which has an American 
accent, you think that this was a British band. There's ten good 
tracks on this album, and | can't fault any of them, in fact since | 
got this album, it's not been oul of the CD player. Songs about 
street life, being a skinhead, being working class, corrupt 
government etc. A great album from one of Americas best 
skinhead bands. 16/20 


KRATKY PROCES - NAPRACH (STATION MASTER) 

This Slovakian band are brilliant, all of their songs are in their 
native language. At the moment, this album is only available on 
cassette, the CD is out early this year. Just on the amount of sales 
of the cassette version, this album has reached number eleven of 
the Slovakian national music charts. No mean feat when you bear 
in mind the extremity of their lyrics (not that we'd understand them 
anyway). Kratky Proces (Shorl Process) are a political band, and 
hold no bars. The music on this album is mind blowing, very, very 
fast, but not hardcore, just hard, fast Ol. Very powerful, very 
tuneful and very, very well played. The voice is bloody rough, but it 
sounds great. There's fifteen songs on the cassette version and 
seventeen oul on the CD when it's released. It is excellent, get it. 
18/20 


KONKWISTA 88 - KREN NASZEJ RASY (A-F.P.) 

At the moment this is only available on cassette, not as a demo 
bul as a proper release. This band are outstanding, there's only nine tracks on this album, all of them are crackers, | never 
thought I'd say that about a band who sing in Polish, but | am. They reminded me of Skrewdriver in the days of White 
Rider, the music fs In that sort of style and sound. The voice, although quite different from lan's generally does tend to 
sound a little like lan's at times. What else can | say about this album 7? Everything has been said in those few words. It Is 
just excellent. Buy it. 19/20 


BLANK GENERATION - POINTBLANK (HAMMER RECORDS) 

| think this Is what the title Is, I've not seen the cover, as we've only been sent the white label to preview, although by the 
time this edition of Last Chance has been printed it'll be out. Blank Generation has got to be my favourite of all of the 
so-called "new breed" bands. | was quite surprised that they were recording an album so soon. Anyway, they have kept 
up to their previous high standards, they have got a great sound, really refreshing to hear a new band sounding like this. 


The music is pure Oi, played very well, the voice ts brilliant, rough enough to sound hard, and tuneful enough to sound 
good. There's eleven songs in all, but only seven of them are exclusive to this album, they've re-recorded the two tracks 
from the British Oi compilation and the two tracks on their single. The versions on the album are not exactly the same as 
they have been re-recorded, but | would rather have heard some other stuff from them. Nevertheless, this is a top rate 
album from a very promising band who, | think, are going to go far. 16/20 


IAN STUART & STIGGER - PATRIOTIC BALLADS II OUR TIME WILLCOME (ROCK O RAMA) 

As the title suggests, this is the second, and sadly the last Patriotic Ballads album. It's a lot better than the first, which 
wasn't originally intended to be anything other than a cassette, this one has been recorded knowing that it's release would 
be on CD. It sounds a lot better for it. There's more to the music than In the previous album. There Is only classical gukar 
on this album, but Stigger obviously did his homework and has achieved a better sound. There are some really beautiful 
songs on this album, lan just had an unequalled talent in writing songs, he wrote with intelligence, passion and conviction. 
His voice, need | say, just carries the songs beaulifully, there's a girl on backing vocals, with an equally powerlul voice, 
and Stigger’s vocal contributions don't go amiss. There are some really powerful songs on this album, induding a 
Skrewdriver cover version of "Glory" and the G'n'R cover version of "One in a Million". This is a peaceful but powerful 
album is likely to instill pride in your heart, bring tears to your eyes, and above all make you think. 18/20 


ROGUES - LOSTGENERATION (B.H. RECORDS) 

This band sound pretty similar to Rival, that's not too surprising considering that there is definitely one, maybe two 
members of Rival in this band. They sound like they take a lot of their influences from British 77 punk, you can recognise 
the influence in a few of the songs, the Sex Pistols style guitar riffs and bass lines. Ten songs all on this CD, there's quite 
a strong American accent throughout. Musically, these lads know how to play thelr instruments, | would describe this band 
as a street punk band rather than a skinhead band. They are not as political as Rival. | shouldn't really compare them to 
Rival as they are a different band, but that's the easiest way to describe them. This is a good album, in our view it's as 
good as, if not slightly betier than the second Rival album reviewed previously. 16/20 


OI THE NEXT GENERATION - COMPILATION CD (STEP ONE) 

Step One seem to be really trying hard to get those new bands heard. This is another compilation with newer bands, 
except for Close Shave who are veterans of the Oi scene. Only two of the songs were recorded especially for this 
compilation and they are both from Braindance. The other songs are either from sold out or near sold out singles, or from 
small distribution demo cassettes. Straw Dogs appear on there with the two track from their debut single on Hammer 
records, The Elite are on there too with the three tracks from their EP, Argy Bargy contribute three songs from their first 
demo cassette, in fact the "Sex Case" version on here is better than the one they re-recorded, all three of their songs have 
a better sound than the four they recorded for Oi the New Breed. Close Shave's two songs are from their "Keep on 
Rocking" single. Pressure 28 have given two tracks from their first demo. The best song on here is "Paedophile" by 
Braindance, short, sharp, shock, describes it pretty well, very punky. It reminded me of The Exploited when they were 
good (a long time ago). The Argy Bargy tracks are good too. This CD is a must for those people who didn't manage to get 
the originals, or wanna hear a greal song by Braindance. 15/20 


WHITE DIAMOND - THE POWER AND THE GLORY (GLORY DISCS) 

The second album from lan Stuarl's heavy rock band. To be honest, the first White Diamond album wasn't very good, not 
due to poor songs, but more because of the poor production. This album is a massive improvement, the music Is a lot 
more powerlul, and therefore a lot heavier. lan sings on most of the songs, but there is a couple that Stigger sings on. 
There is a few cover versions on here, Jumping Jack Flash - Rolling Stones, The Only One from Skrewdriver's very first 
album, and Stigger sings a track from the first lan Stuart solo album "To Freedom we Ride". All of the other songs have 
lan's no holds barred lyrics, he pulls no punches, calls a spade a spade. He sings about refugees, corrupt politicians, rap 
and rave music amongst other things. This is the album that The Reaper should have been, a hard rock version of 
Skrewdriver, with hard lyrics, and lan's unmistakable voice. 16/20

INTERVIEW 


SOCIEDAD 
VIOLENTA 


When | first turned skinhead all of them years ago, | 
had no idea how far its roots had spread, | 
remember my surprise when | saw Japanese 
skinheads in Blood & Honour. Well, | can't say | was 
overly surprised when | actually made contact with 
skinheads in South America, after all a lot of South 
Americas population are descendants from Europe. | 
was a little surprised to hear of skinheads from 
Colombia, which in my view is probably one of the 
most volatile countries out side of Africa, but | was 
surprised that there are not only skinheads in 
Colombia, but a skinhead band, from the infamously 
dangerous region of Medellin, the home of the 
worlds largest drug cartels. We have been In touch 
with some of the lads from Medellin over the last few 
years and we thought that you'd be interested in an 
interview with the first Colombian skinhead band. 

It's a little more than a band interview, it delves a 
little deeper, giving the reader a taste of what being 
a skinhead in Colombia is really like. 


LC GIVE US A BRIEF HISTORY OF THE BAND 

S.V. Sociedad Violenta (Violent Society) was formed in 
the middle of 1985, it was a mixed group with punks and 
tusos (skinheads). We were musically an Oi-Punk band, 
our lyrics were certainly apolitical. With many changes it's 
first ine up was Carlos - Drums, Hedor - Bass, Jorge - 
Vocals and Jaime - Guitar. In 1986 we recorded the {first 
demo cassette, it was home made, later in 1987 we 
recorded a studio demo with 6 tracks wilh our own money. 
In 1988 we recorded one song for a split single with a 
punk group. 

After recording the EP, we suffered problems and 
ideological differences between the guitarist (who wanted 
to keep the Oi skin spirit) and the others who were losing 
their identity of skins and punks wanted S.V to become a 
new wave rock group, this caused the splitting of S.V. in 
1990, and at the time of the split, S.V. were considered to 
be the most! radical of the Antioquian groups. 

in the middle of 1992 Jaime decided to reform the group, 
he kept the same name, but chose a whole new total 
skinhead line up and new objeciives : to fortify the Oi skin 
scene in Antioquia, to be national traditionalist and a 
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Paisa separatist group (Paisa = Antioquia). 

The actual line up which has also suffered changes since 
the reformation is Jaime - Guitar and vocals, Yori Ill - 
Drums, Cala - Chorus, Alex - Chorus and Roberto - Bass, 
the last two only collaborate with us because they are also 
in a N.S/RAC group with other skins. 


LC WHAT IS THE SKINHEAD SCENE LIKE IN 
COLOMBIA ? 

SV Especally, we want to explain thal we are only 
Antioquians and not Colombians, we hate the rest of the 
Colombian people and clean our asses with their fucking 
flag. 

The quantity of skins has been growing due to the fashion 
of looking like skins, there are only about 15 real 
skinheads, the rest of them are a crowd of downs and 
shitty punkers who don't know where the hell they are. 
The tue tusos are anti-communist, anti-capitalist, 
anti-drugs, National Socialist and Antioquian separatist !! 
Only in Antioquia there are skinheads since 1984, there 
were many and most of them nazis. 


LC HAVE YOU PLAYED MANY CONCERTS WITH S.V. 
? 

SV we have only played three concerts since the 
reformation, we plan to do a big concert with two other 
skinhead bands - Destacumento de Asalto and Cerveze 
Amarga, but it's just a plan because we've got a lot of 
problems around here. 


LC TELL US ABOUT YOUR E.P 

SV We recorded the split EP in the beginning of 1988 we 
were invited by the guard angel and manager of Rasix 
(the punk band). He produced the EP, we had problems 
with the recording because the drummer lefi a week 
before and we were not at all satisfied with it. There was 
only 500 copies printed and the sold out immediately. 


LC IS S.V. A POLITICAL BAND ? 

SV We don't take part in any party either left or right 
(govemment politics) they are bullshit here !! We are 
anti-communist and anti-capitalist because they are 
destroying Antioquia. As a group we are National 
Traditionalist and Palisa separatist, we are proud of being 
born in Antioquia, of our ancestors, of our andent 
traditions because we want the independence of our 
province out of Colombia, for many reasons, but the main 
reasons are economical supremacy, racial, difference of 
culture, immigrants etc. Antioquia is the most developed 
province in Colombia. We are not apolitical, we have our 
own politics. None of the tusos around here can be 
apolitical, we can't be behind reality, behind problems. To 
be a skinhead in Medellin is not an amusement we are 
attacked from everyone, everywhere f! Some of us have 
sympathy to a local Nazi party called TFP although we 
don't agree with all of their topics. 


LC MUSICAL INFLUENCES 7 
SV We listen to a lot of groups but we don't have any 
special Influences. 
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LC COLOMBIA SEEMS LIKE A VERY VOLATILE 
COUNTRY TO LIVE IN. IS LIFE PARTICULARLY HARD 
BEING A SKINHEAD ? 

SV Sincerely we don't give a damn for what people think 
about Medellin and the fucking Colombia worldwide ! Most 
of the things you hear about our country are untrue, very 
sensationalist and out of touch with the real situation on 
Colombia, movies and the Yankee and Spanish media 
only show sensationalism. t's true there are problems 
(communism, narcotics, common delinquency and 
government terrorism) but these are few and far between, 
and don't involve peoples daily lives. Colombia is a very 
normal country to live in, Columbia has got it's problems 
just like all countries wordwide ! Yes, it is hard to be a 
skinhead in Medellin because of our ideas, our look etc. 
We are just a few, we have problems with blacks and 
other immigrants, commies, junkies and delinquents (who 
control our poor suburbs armed to the teeth), punks and 
harcorers and cops (blacks and Indian Colombians) etc. 
We must take care of ourselves because the Antioquian 
tusos are seen like a delinquent gang and young nazis. If 
things continue to get worse we'll have to leave our image 
and Oi skin cult and begin to shoot ! 


LC WHAT ARE THE BIGGEST DANGERS FOR YOU IN 
COLOMBIA ? 

SV The main obstade for us is the Colombian security 
corps (most of them are black and Indian cops from 
Colombia) and thelr death squads the urban communist 
commands who control many of our suburbs of Medellin, 
although they don't know too much about us, where we 
lve or how many we are, which is an advantage for us. 
Other enemies are junkies, blacks and other immigrants, 
punks and hardcorers and other street gangs who are 
attacking us, some of our comrades have been hurt. 
Although we don't have to be alarmed, we have to be very 
careful !! Now we have had to buy more weapons to 
defend ourselves, we'll see what happens wih all of these 
enemies ff 


LC MEDELLIN IS PROBABLY KNOWN AS THE DRUG 
CAPITAL OF THE WORLD, WHAT DO YOU THINK OF 
THIS? 

SV The city of Medellin is not the capital of any fucking 
shit {! It's just the capital of Antioquia, Medellin has been 
the most punished city by narco-traffic than any other 
worldwide. It's just a scape-goat for the government and 
media. Right now the Medellin drug cartel is being 
exterminated by the Colombian securily corps who have 
also killed a lot of innocents too. (ACAB). Really medellin 
is a big cultural, scientific, economical adty with 
approximately 3 million inhabitants. t was never owned by 
drug barons, you must look beyond your noses and don't 
swallow all that is said. 


LC HOW DO THE COLOMBIAN AUTHORITIES VIEW 
S.V. AND SKINHEADS IN GENERAL 7 

SV_ In Colombia, when anything is done against the love, 
democracy and order, # can virtually be erased from the 
map, history has proved it. S.V is a very hidden group, 
they know of our existence though (since 1988). Skinhead 


are seen like neo-nazi youth gangs. We've had to say that 
we are not skinheads when we are arrested by cops, 
they're very corrupt, assassins not Antioquians, we try to 
avoid them to avoid bad times, they ask too many 
questions. 


LC ARE ALL OF THE BAND MEMBERS SKINHEADS ? 
SV Yes, we all are. 


LC AS YOU MUST KEEP THINGS SECRET FROM THE 
AUTHORITIES, ISN'T PRACTISING VERY DIFFICULT 7? 
SV Equipment has always been a problem, when the 
group was a punk/Oi band we had the Instruments but in 
bad condition, al present we only have drums, we borrow 
the guitar and bass from friends in one of the other 
skinhead bands. Equipment is very expensive and we 
can't afford to buy anything. We actually praciise at Yorl's 
home, which is always a problem !! 


LC DO YOU ALL HAVE JOBS ? 

SV Alex and Yori work, they have got good jobs, the 
others work sometimes, the employment situation here is 
hard.

LC WHAT DO YOU DO AT WEEKENDS ? 
SV We usually meet at any mates house to drink, party, 
have fun and gig. We go to the gym, to football, the bar 
and occasionally we fight. Those of us who have 
girlfriends go with them to get their ears hot # We also 
practise with the group when il is possible. 


LC WHAT ARE YOUR AMBITIONS WITH THE BAND ? 
SV Not only with S.V. but with other local groups, to give 
strength to the Antioquian skinhead scene, to make good 
gigs, to record a studio demo and to fight for Antioquian 
independence. 


LC ANY LAST WORDS FOR OUR READERS 7? 
SV Thanks for your interest, greetings to all skinheads 
across the world.

It was 
rumoured that by Christmas 1993 they would be 
millionaires !! Riding on the crest of Ullimathule's 
wave is a whole load of new bands. There's 
several new labels pulling out skinhead and 
nationalist music. There's a Swedish While Power 
compilation album coming oul soon wilh Swastika 
and maybe True Blood amongs! other bands 
appearing on if. True Blood have also recorded 
twelve tracks for a possible album deal with 
Rebelles Europeens. Some of the new bands 
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include Brigad Wolan, who have recorded a 

demo, good stuff foo ,Midgards Soner, 

Barsarkama, Einharjama. Pro Patria, one of the 

old school Swedish skinhead bands has reformed 

foo. No Remorse played a sell out concert in 

Sweden, over 500 skins tumed up fo watch them 

along with Swastika and True Blood. There's even 

a Swedish version of the Blood and Honour 

magazine, address - Box 6035, 151 06 Sodertalje, 
Sweden.

France too seems to be 
gelling a bit more lively as 
far as things skinheads are 
concerned, there's a few 
new labels, One Voice is a 
new label releasing the 
5eme Colonne _ single. 
Bleach Records are working 
on a few new projects 
including a split EP between 
Battle Zone and French band 
The Herberts who are doing a 
; song each on the subject of 
animal welfare. The firs! skinhead 
animal welfare record ? There's also 
a Slory So Far type newsletter being 
produced in France called" Il Faudra Vous y 
Faire", i's four pages, all in French, but free, it 
covers news from the whole spectrum of the 
skinhead scene, including nationalist, ska, Oi and 
Punk, with details of gigs, zines and just general 
gossip, it also has the occasional band interview, 
after writing all this about it we can't seem to find 
the address, oh well ! Cellic Warriors recently 
played to a packed house in France, we only 
heard good reports. 
Eric Owens was in a band called Young Blood 
which had an album oul on ROR, well now he's 
recording and distributing Folk tapes, he's siill a 
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skinhead, bul has dedded to branch info a 
different musical medium, his first release called 
“Folk the System" is available for $10 from, PO 
Box 45866, Los Angeles, CA 90045-0866, USA. 
Odins Law, and White Riot are two new skinhead 
bands from Canada, they've both recorded 
demos, both of these bands are political, White 
Riot are verging on Hardcore, Odins Law are Oi. 
You can get thelr demos along with other 
merchandise from- Odins Law, PO Box 47057, No 
19, 55W.12th, Vancouver, V5Z 4L6, Canada, and 
White Riol- PO Box 6054, Station A, Toronto, 
M5W 1X4, Canada. 

There's a new skinhead record label In Italy, called 
Tuono Records, il's already released the album of 
Peggior Amico on CD and new Italian band ADL 
122's single. They are also planning the releases 
of EP's from Nomina Dresda, and new Italian 
band Bele e Mechant. Rumour has it that Tuono 
may release the long awaited Division 250 album. 
Another new band from Italy are Corona Ferrea, 
they are a three piece band from Milan, they have 
only been together for a few months but have 
recorded a demo already, ifs available from 
Tuono Records, C.P. Suce 6, 36100 Vicenza, 
Italy. 

Lager Louts are a new O§ band from London, 
we've heard a rough demo from them, but that's 
aboul all, they have recently been into the studio 
so there maybe some more maternal available 
from them, they are quile an active gig band and 
play a lol of pub circuits. 

Resistance Records are a newish label in USA, 
they have signed a lot of the American bands and 
given them deals to record albums, but haven't 
teleased anything on vinyl yet, allhough we hear 
that there will be a Rahowa album soon called 
"Declaration of War", Max Resist and the 
Hooligans album called "Renegade Youth" and 
Bound For Glory have recorded an album due for 
release on Resistance. 

The editors of Hail, the British fanzine, have 
decided to call if a day due fo lack of money, 
police and press harassment. Put the Boot In 
skinzine are undergoing a major re-organisation, 
and are going to produce their zine early 1994 
under a different name, probably called "Voice of 
a Generation", itll be covering, Ol, RAC and 
hardcore, and will have a page from each country, 
not altogether sure what address they'll be using, 
but we'll lef you know in the next SSF I'm sure. 


British Bom is another skinhead fanzine out, bul 
we recommend that you steer well clear of this 
one, as although if professes to be Pattriolic, is 
actually run by a Class War skinhead, who has 
been quoted as saying he wants to see all "nazis" 
dead, and has also stopped Oi concerts by writing 
lo the Police (Close Shave, Siltingboume, we've 
seen his lelter), and telling them that the gigs are 
racist and that immigrants will be attacked after ! 
His previous fanzine "Revenge" had interviews 
with gay and lesbian skinheads, slander agains! 
all right wing bands (Nazi.bands must not be 
tolerated) and published boycott lists of labels like 
Link | If you see British Born on sale, avold It, as 
the editors moflves are nol clear. We think that 
he's gleaning addresses and Infomation. You 
have been warned. 

Centurion are another skinhead band from USA 
who are due fo have an album released on 
resistance records, we've heard their demo and 
i's sounds good. 

Australian band Forlress have had their long 
awaited second album released on Rock O Rama. 
tilled "Seize the Day”, it's available from PO Box 
553, Moorabbin Vic 3189, Australia. We've heard 
snatches of if so far and if sounds prelty good. 

The Danish National Front have go! some 
excellent skinhead and political t-shirts for sale 
write to them at - Poste Restante, Dansk National 
Front, Ved.

The infamous Jasa from Finland has started a 
skinhead band in Helsinki, he's the singer and all 
of their songs will be in English, the name will be 
Scarred. Another new band from Finland are 
called Brutal Skins, we've heard that they are very 
young, all aged around 15 years old. 

Top Hungarian band Oi Kor have recently played 
some massive concerts in Budapest. Lasi Oclober 
they played the Oi Kor tenth anniversary concert, 
it was filmed for a documentary by Swedish TV, 
there was around 800 people al this concert. They 
played a White Christmas gig In December (when 
else ?) and a staggering 1500 people tumed up to 
see them, and we are falking about 99% 
skinheads. Wow. In spite of all that popularity they 
still do nol have any music on vinyl, let alone CD. 
Everything they've released Is on demo fapes. 
Seemingly it's very hard to gel a record contract in 
Hungary if you're a skinhead band.

playing gigs. Archivum Is the name of another new 
Hungarian band. 

Bitter Grin is the name of a new Canadian band 
who have formed after the split of Vacant Lol, 
there are two or maybe three members of Vacant 
Lot In Bitter Grin. The bassist of Vacant Lot has 
formed a band called Aryan who have recorded 
an album for Resistance too. But we've also heard 
thal Aryan have since splif up. 

Dutch fanzine HouKontakt Is now under different 
owners, and the new Issue will be oul soon. 
Squadron and Celtic Warriors recently attempted 
fo play in Belgium, but the concert was cancelled 
half way through the first bands sel, we're nof 
altogether sure why, buf there was a lot of small 
fights golng on this may have caused fhe concert 
to get stopped. 

The band of Italian skinheads living in London has 
changed their name from Nuova Alba to 
Londinium SPQR, they have recently been in a 
London recording studio to record three tracks for 
an EP due for release on Tuono Records. 

Leo Regan's book Public enemies has hil the 
streets, It's similar to the format of the Nick Knight 
"Skinhead" book, except thal the author and 
conductor of the Interviews has chosen to publish 
the excerpts of Interviews thal don't do skinheads 
any favours (what did we expect 7), there is an 
extensive pholo section of the book which is the 
only reason it's worth buying, basically good for 
looking al the pictures. You can order it from any 
good bookshop, by simply quoting I's ISBN 
number which Is 0-233-98830-0, and fille which is 
Public Enemles, author Leo Regan. Another 
skinhead books this time hails from Poland, it 
looks a lot like one of the Richard Allen Books 
from the cover, with a photo of two skinheads on 
the front, bul the similarity stops there. It's all in 
Pollsh which is a shame, unless you're Polish of 
course, but If has got about a dozen photos 
through It, some real good action shols too, i's a 
non fiction book, and | suppose tells all about the 
history of the Polish nationalist skinhead 
movement. | think that it's based on two brothers 
who are on the front cover, It looks like It's got a lot 
of Intervews In It with various skins. I'm nol sure 
where you can get it from though. 
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Liberty 37 are a Oi, Punk type band from Detroit, 
they've recorded an album, but if's only on 
cassette at the momen!. One of the band 
members Is Bill of Rival and The Rogues. They 
are hoping to gel a deal for an album release, bul 
are definitely getling a single put out by French 
label SPE Records. SPE are also about to release 
a Double compilation EP called "American Of - 
American Style", that should be out in April. Riton 
of SPE has reformed his band the West Side 
Boys, but only for gigs, he’s starled another Oi 
band called "Nobody's Heroes” who are recording 
an EP and also a track for a forthcoming French 
compilation album. 

Another Man's Poison are in the studio working on 
their debut album which will be released on Helen 
of Oi Records. 

Mistreat are so fed up with being lef down by 
record companies over their album which has 
been recorded for nearly two years now thal they 
are gonna release it themselves. 

They have also recorded a track for a worldwide 
EP that's being released, other bands on the EP 
are Comtndo Suicida, Battle Zone and Buldok. 
Those of you that read the las! SSF will remember 
our moan about the Steve Priest Fan Club, thal 
they were bootlegging stuff, well we go! a reply 
from them and they have apologised and not only 
thal, they have made the effort to get hold of all of 
the bands they ripped off and pay them. They 
have said that they will nol even consider 
bootlegging again. At leas! they've got the 
decency to apologise and more-so fo get in touch 
with any bands that were bootlegged and offer 
payment. Steve Priest Fan Club does not exist as 
that name any more, they've moved addresses 
and changed their name to Vullure Rock. Rock O 
Rama are back in full swing, but they have upset a 
lot of people, none more than the members of 
Werwolf who recorded an album for them, they 
got their copies back, only to find that there are 
loads of bleeps all the way through the songs, 
basically every offensive, or potentially offensive 
word sung on the album has been bleeped out by 
Rock O Rama, understandably the band are none 
too happy. DiAl records are the name of the new 
German label thal are releasing the debui Razor's 
Edge album. It's being limited to a strict limited 
edition of 500 on dear vinyl, the CD which will be 
oul at a later date will have a bonus track. That's 
all we've got space for. Till next time. Stay True. 


CZECH 
REPUBLIC 


SAINHEAD SCENE 


As you may os may not know, 
Czechoslovakia no longer exists as one 
country, it split Into two Republics, Czech and 
Slovakia, with two different govemments. 
Anyway, we asked Patriot skinhead fanzine 
from the Bohemia region of the Czech 
Republic and the Bohemian Hammer Skins 
to compile an article on the skinhead scene in 
his country. This article is set out in three 
different sections, to explain the differences 
the skinhead scene has _ undergone 
throughout the many political and social 
changes in the Czech Republic. 


BEFORE AND UP UNTIL THE FALL OF 
COMMUNISM. 


The beginnings of the Czech skinhead scene was 
back in 1985. At this time it was not as politically 
orientated as it is today. It was just pure hatred 
towards gypsies, commies and other Immigrants. It 
was at this time when we had the biggest problems 


with the police, because skinheads were a problem for 
the commies as we were perceived as a product of 
capitalist society. 

It was very difficult at this time to get hold of any 
records or skinhead clothes, the only way we could get 
them was Illegally smuggle them in from abroad, they 
were very expensive for us al this time. Despite all of 
the problems there were still some bands, Hubert 
Machane were an Oi Punk band who sang one racist 
song and played some covers of Peter and the Test 
Tube Babies. Orlik were the first real skinhead band, 
and Tri Sestry were a punk band with skinhead fans. 


RIGHT AFTER THE FALL OF COMMUNISM 
TO PRESENT TIMES. 


The skinhead movement rapidly increased 
Immediately after the fall of communism here, Orlik 
released thelr first album which sold an amazing 
100,000 copies ! There were many new skinheads 
everywhere you looked, loads of new bands an zines. 
The first big fights between skinheads and our number 
one street enemy, gypsies, was in the spring of 1990. 
The police and government were on the side of the 
gypsies, but the general public (as they are still now 
generally) were on the side of the skinheads. Many 
skinheads were put in jail, and there were problems 
putting on skinhead gigs, all this happened very soon 
after the fall of communism. 

Orlik, the then number one band showed their real 
face by appearing on television to appeal to all the 
skinheads to stop fighting with gypsies. You could now 
buy the records of Orlik, Branik (another Prague 
skinband), Tri Sestry and a live compilation called 
Skinsongs.. From time to time you could buy records 
of non-political Oi bands in the shops, but still most of 
the records must be bought abroad, mainly from 
Austria and Germany. It was easier to buy clothes but 
they were still quite expensive, there were army 
shops where you could buy U.S. army clothes. 

Orlik were gigging all over the 
country, the biggest gig was al 
Bzenec, from this gig was a 
professional video tape and it was 
recorded on vinyl (Skinsongs). 
Ornlik and Branik both split up. 
IPB from Miada Boleslav split up 
as did My Lai, Hubert Machane 
and Tri Sestry have started to 
distance themselves from 
skinheads. 

In 1991 there started the new 
breed of skinhead bands, very 
different from the old Czech 
bands. Buldok, Diktator, Patriot 
and Valasska Liga are all still 
playing now too. 

There were a few Czech zines oul 
at this time , Hubert, a 
non-political zine that looked all 
over the scene has stopped now, 


other zines ‘that still exist from these times are Patriot, 
Novy Rad, Der Sturmer and Arijsky Boj, these are all 
nationalist or N.S. orientated. 

Most people if they want to get tattoos went abroad to 
get them, but In 1991 opened the tattoo salon in 
Prague. 


PRESENT TIMES 


Most of all there is more unity than ever before. There 
is never fights at the gigs. Total political orientation of 
the Czech skinheads, mostly to N.S. But some to 
Fascism. 

The bands sing about more important things 
nowadays, not just about drinking and having fun. 
Gigs are not easy to organise, but there have been 
many and they have been excellent. I'm sure that we 
will carry on this way. 

Getting records Is still the same as before or maybe a 
Ittle more difficult at the moment. You can buy clothes 
like Martens, Bombers, Levi's, Fred Perry's etc. from 
here, bul a lot of people still prefer , 
to buy them from abroad. 

There has been a lot of great gigs 
in recent times, There's been 
Czech bands like Buldok, Patriot, 
Diktator and Slovak band Kratky 
Proces and also some Polish 
German and English bands. But 
there are increasing problems In 
organising gigs. The first 
international gig here in Czech was 
the gig of Buldok, Slovak band 
Kratky Proces and Polish band 
Konkwista 88, there was about 400 
skinheads there. The first gig with 
an English nationalist band was in May 1993, 
organised by the Hammer Skins chapter here in 
Bohemla. The gig was really our first strike and our 
thanks go to No Remorse for it. The second gig with 
an English band was by far the biggest gig in the 
whole history of the Czech skinhead movement. 
Buldok, and Valasska Liga were the Czech bands, 
Kratky Proces from Slovakia and Battle Zone from 
England. It was dedicated to the memory of lan Stuart. 
lt was a gig with over 500 people trom Czech, 
Slovakia, Poland, England, Germany, Holland, Italy 
and Australia !! An excellent concert. The most recent 
large gig that we have had over here is with a German 
band, it was meant to be with Freikorps, but they could 
not make It, we heard it was because they had split 
up, 80 another newer German band called Oithanasie 
played Instead. Recently there has been a lot of 
smaller gigs for the newer bands like Viajka, Zast 88 
and M.J. These are the bands that currently exist In 
Czech at the moment - Buldok, Diktator, M.J.,Zast 88, 
Legie Nenavistl, Valasska Liga, Comando Ol, Vlajka, 
and maybe some smaller local bands which | do not 
know of. 

As Far as political parties are concerned, some skins 
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still support the Republican party but it's really a waste 
of time. For under a year there has been a real 
nationalist party here, but it's very slow in developing, 
its called V.F. (Patriotic Front). I've heard that 
someone is running a skinhead organisation in the 
south of Bohemia, and others have started the N.O.F. 
i's a fascist party, since April 1993 there has been 
another chapter of the worldwide N.S. organisation 
Hammer Skins. Bohemian Hammer Skins which 
support most of the skins and the bands. 

Now there is four tattoo studios in Prague, some in the 
north of Bohemia, one in Ostrava and two in Bmo. A 
lot of skinheads seem to be getting tattoos nowadays, 
it seems to be fashion at the moment. 

There are few skinheads who are selling decent 
merchandise at gigs, you can gel some good T-shirts, 
demos and other stuff from the new or older bands. 

At the moment there are a lot of problems with media 
and police. The media seem to have a big campaign 
against us, and are beginning to make life difficult 
again. We must be very careful when we organise any 
gigs from now on. There has been many articles in 
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magazines and newspapers, nearly everyday 
concerning skinheads, and of course it's nol good 
press. Recently there was a television program really 
ripping into skinheads, and it gave out all of the 
addresses of zines and organisations. Branik who 
recorded and released their album back in 1991 are 
the first test case. The left wing pressure groups are 
trying to get them In court to prosecute them for some 
of the lyrics on their album, that are racist. It's very 
strange that after so long they are doing this. More 
recently “there is an anti fascist organisation set up 
over here, they are pressing very hard to open up 
more prosecutions of zine editors and band members. 
One of it's leaders, the head Rabbi of Prague has said 
that they will do everything to send all editors of 
similar zines to prison. 

So things really seem to be hotting up over here again, 
and we make have to adapt to the new problems, but 
we will never give in.

INTERVIEW 


A blunt name for a band if ever | heard one | 
There can be no mistaking where this band's 
politics lie with a name like that ! Anyway, 
Swastika are a skinhead band, and are making 
quite a name for themselves in Sweden, so we 
thought that we'd send them an Interview. 


LC CAN YOU GIVE US A BRIEF HISTORY OF THE 
BAND 7? 

SW Swastika started out in early 1991. We had all been in 
other bands. Three of us were in a band called "Six Million 
Lies”, one was in another local skinband called "White 
Fist", and our bass player has been in Agent Bulldogg. we 
have had one line up change. From early 1993 we have a 
new rhythm guitarist. 


LC WHY DID YOU CHOOSE THE NAME SWASTIKA, 
DONT YOU THINK THAT THIS WOULD CAUSE 
PROBLEMS FOR THE BAND LATER ON ? 

We chose the name Swastika because we are all National 
Socialists, and of course the Swastlka is the symbol of 
National Sodalism. We don't think that our name will cause 
more trouble than any other name because the fact that we 
are an N.S. skinband would cause us trouble, whatever 
band name we choose. 


LC MUSICAL TASTES AND INFLUENCES ? 

SW Some of our influences are Storkraft, Rahowa, BFO, 
No Remorse and Skrewdriver. We only listen to skinband 
music. Nationalist and Oi. 
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LC WHY DO YOU SING YOUR SONGS IN BOTH 
SWEDISH AND ENGLISH ? 

SW The reason we do that is because we think that we 
have an important message In our songs and we want to 
reach out to comrade all over the world, not just on 
Sweden. 


LC HAVE YOU PLAYED MANY GIGS ? 

SW We've only played one gig under the name of 
Swastika, that was the biggest gig in Sweden's skinhead 
history, we played with No Remorse in November 1993 
there was between 500-600 skinheads there. We were 
received very well, and it was an excellent debut gig.

SW We have a four track demo which we recorded in 1992 
but we are not very pleased with it. We are now planning to 
record a single on our own. We had a deal for an albun/CD 
with Rebelles Europeens, but we have been waiting for 
news from them for over a year now. So we feel that we 
have to do something ourselves. We are really keen to get 
something on vinyl now.

SW We are National Socialist skinheads and we think that 
it goes together. We are nothing without the other thing.

SW We hope to play many gigs and to do some more 
recordings. Our ambitions are to make youth around the 
world more interested in the nationalist cause and we think 
that rock music ls a good way to spread our message.

Captain Ol have released four Compad Discs since our last issue - mis 

AHOY CD 012 is the Red Alert first album "We've got the Power’ this is Red Alert before the word "red" had any 
significance, i's a dassic No Future album, this CD Version has got no less than fourteen bonus tracks ! The bonus tracks 
are from all three singles and the "There's a Guitar Buming" mini album. 28 tracks in all. . ‘ : 
AHOY CD 013 Is The Business "Saturday's Heroes" album, there is also again, five bonus tracks induding their rendition 
of Sham 69's "Hurry Up Harry" , the 12" single "Get out of my House" and others. 16 tracks in all. } 

AHOY CD 014 “All Systems Go" album by One Way System, it indudes nine bonus tracks, some from their single and the 
others from early demos from the band. 22 tracks. . 
AHOY CD1 This is the re-release of the re-release, if you know what we mean, The Last Resort album "A Way of Life - 
Skinhead Anthems" has already got the CD treatment from Captain Oi, but this is a Limited edition CD because the actual 
CD itself is a picture disc, it's of the Union Jack cover on the album and CD. Four bonus tracks (the same as the non 
picture disc CD) from various compilation albums. Well worth it for the collector, looks great. 15 tracks. 


Step One have really been pumping out the releases, specialising in two albums on one CD releases- 

STEP CD 023 Is two Link albums on one CD "Oddities of Oi" and “Joys of Oi, back to back. 26 tracks 

STEP CD 024 Two more albums back to back, both from The Business "Smash the Discos" and "Loud, Proud and Punk, 
Live", this ones got a great Union Jack picture disc too. 29 tracks. 

STEP CD 025 Is back to back, two albums "Death or Glory" which is a split between Combat 84 and The Last Resort, and 
"Charge of the 7th Cavalry" which is the Combat 84 live album. 31 tracks. 

STEP CD 026 Is the "Oi Oi That's Yer Lot" compilation album with the Back on the Streets EP shoved on the end. 20 
tracks in all. 

STEP CD 027 "Wonderful World of the 4Skins" unaltered from the album format. 16 tracks 

STEP CD 028 Two rare albums on one CD from Cock Sparrer, "True Grit" and “Running Riot in '84" 23 tracks. 

STEP CD 029 Two Link compilations back to back, "Oi Glorious Oi" and "Oi that's what | call Music’ 25 tracks 

STEP CD 030 New compilation album, “Oi the Next Generation", see record review section. 14 tracks. 

STEP CD 031 Two Leicestershire bands albums back to back, The Glory's "We are What we Are" and Guttersnipe Amy's 
" Never Die". 22 tracks in all. 

STEP CD 032 Moonstomps album "They Never See" and Kicker Boys albums on one CD. 28 tracks. 

Step One have a few new releases forthcoming, "29 Commandments of Ol" is a 29 track compilation CD with four bands, 
Czech Republics Zona A, Iskanbilla from Spain, and Distortion and The System from the UK. There is also a compilation 
due out called "Still out of Fucking Order’ which is an album of about 30 songs about fighting and violence, bands indude 
4Skins, Condemned 84 and Last Resort amongst many others. They've also got an Exploited album "Live, Lewd Lust" . 


British Oi Working Class Anthems is getting put out on CD, which is good news, Hammer records have given the license 
to Germany's Dim Records to release it on CD. There is a new label out called BH Records, Rival and The Rogues are 
on it but It may be a subsidiary of Rock O Rama. Rock O Rama have been relalively quite recently, they have been under 
a lot of pressure from the authorities though. Ragnarock Records are a Swedish label who have put out Dirlewangers 
album under a different name, it's called "Viking Power Rock ‘n' Roll" by Heroes in the Snow now, although Rebelles 
Europeens have put it out under the real name “White Power Rock 'n' Roll" but only on vinyl. American label White 
Terror have released a second CD by Das Reich entitled "Triumph of the Will’. 

We did hope to have some news from some other major labels, but we didn't manage to get in touch with them, but by the 
next issue we hope to have got in touch with them.
